He drew his pis- 
tol and fired five shots, while the man 
who was killed fired six shots, none 
of them hitting Dr. Swaine. The lat- 
ter immediately ran out of the house 
into the arms of a policeman who was 
attracted by the noise. The Dr. was 
placed under arrest and carried to 
the police station. 

Dr. Swain expressed pleasure when 
informed that his man was dead. 
The woman in the case is perhaps 26 
years old, and by no means attractive.

TEN DAY3 IN A TREE. 
With Nothing But Chinese Medicinal 
•nd a Pah* of Boot* to Eat. 

Chinese miner, who, with a 
companion, was left in the snow 
amid the rugged mountains of Plu- 
mas county, has been found, nearer 
dead than alive, says the Oroville 
Mercury. For ten days he lived in 
a hollbw tree, with nothing to eat 
but some Chinese medicine and 
scraps of leather cut from his boots. 
When rescued by a party of white 
miners his feet, from which he had 
cut the boots for food, were terribly 
froien, and he was STJ weak he could 
hardly move. The searchers could 
find no trace of his companion, who 
is certain to have perished. 

There are a large number of Chi- 
nese mining at Brown's Hill, and 
February 25 two of the number left 
the camp to go to La Porte, a dis- 
tance of sixteen miles, to procure 
some Chinese medicine for the use of 
the members of the camp. The weath- 
er was good, and the two Chinese 
proceeded safely ever the snow to La 
Porte, procured the medicine, 
stayed over night and started back 
the next morning. During their 
trip back on the 26th a snow- 
storm came up and the Chinese 
became bewildered and hopelessly 
lost in the rough, mountainous coun- 
try. They each had different ideas 
as to which direction to take, and 
finally quarreled and separated. One 
of them had not gone far before he 
found a hollow tree, wherein he was 
somewhat sheltered from the storm. 
He had matches with him and built 
a small fire, and, crouching over 
that, he lived for ten days. When 
their companions did not return to 
Brown's Hill the Ch: 
alarmed and went to La Porte, 
where they ascertained that they 
had been there and started back. 
Then the white men 
and Lumpkin were notified and 
search parties went out. 

The other day John Kitrick, while 
searching with a companion for the 
lost man, noticed smoke down 
canyon. He went down there, and in 
a tree found the poor Chinese near- 
ly dead. Leaving him there, Mr. 
Kitrick went for help, and the un- 
fortunate man was taken to the set- 
tlement on a sled. 

His experience during those ten 
days had been fearful. Aa the 
pangs of hunger came upon him he 
took off his boots, parched them 
over the fire, and ate them ai 
drank the medicine. When 
found his boots were all gone and 
feet frozen and he was so weak he 
could not stand; he had given up all 
hope. So grateful was he that 
when camp was reached he gave his 
rescuers fifty dollars in gold dust, 
all that be had. He will

ONE OF HER TOBACCO MEN CONVICT- 
ED OF FRAUDULENT fAMPLINC 



The Clarksville Times of Tuesday 
says the jury in the weH-known to- 
bacco caBe against J. T. Ed- 
wards and others returned their 
verdict Monday, finding the defend- 
ants guilty, and imposing a fine oC 
$300 upon each.

On the fceadwaters of the Copper 
river, in Alaska, about two hundred 
miles from the sea coast, where a white 
man has never been allowed to visit, 
dwells a strange and peculiarly myste- 
rious race of Indians, says a corre- 
spondent of the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat. In recent years, through some 
unknown means, they acquired posses- 
sion of a few guns, and now when they 
come down to the trading posts on 
Kneek river, at the head of Cook's inlet, 
they often bring bullets molded out of 
silver and other metals. The Alaska 
Commercial company's agent, three 
years ago, obtained several of these 
bullets and sent them to San Francisco 
to be assayed, and the returns indicated 
that sixty-live per cent, was silver, the 
remainder being copper and lead, with 
a slight trace of gold. The Indians 
have a great many primitive weapons 
and cooking utensils, all of which are 
rudely, though skillfully, made out of 
pure copper. They have frequently in- 
formed the white traders that, silver 
and copper abound in immense quanti- 
ties at the base of a certain peak back 
of Spirit mountain, which is now reck- 
oned as the highest mountain in North 
America by surveyors and engineers 
who have viewed it from a distance. It 
is known that these Indians have no 
r knowledge of reducing ore, 
and it seems almost certain that they 
st be telling a true story about sil- 
and copper being found in almost 
e quantities in its native state. The 
winter is the only time the Indian.-, 
visit the coast for trading purposes. 
In the summer the post on Kneek river 
is abandoned on account of the rapa- 
cious appetite of the mosquitoes, it be- 
ing impossible for a human person to 
survive their attacks. Several in- 
stances are known where they have 
killed and devoured Indian dogs. The 
natives, for that reason, give the coast 
a wide berth in the summer. 

They are shrewd and very active 
traders, and will not tolerate lying or 
deceit on the part of a trader. Over a 
trivial mistake in the weight of a piece 
of tobacco, intentional or otherwise, 
they killed the trader some years ago, 
and then fastened up the store and left 
everything undisturbed, where it was 
found the following spring. The gun- 
boat Pinta made an unsuccessful effort 
to apprehend the murderers. Subse- 
quently it was learned who the real In- 
dian murderer was, andthe trader's suc- 
cessor killed him. He, however, lost 
no time in getting out of the country, 
and barely saved his life. Along in the 
early spring some two hundred or three 
hundred Indians come down to the post 
laden with huge bundles of rich arctic 
furs, the most valuable and highly 
prized of which are the black foxes. 
The trading begins by the Indians bar- 
tering off one skin at a time in ex- 
change for money, and then the trad- 
ing goes the other way, the Indians 
purchasing domestic goods. This sort 
of thing usually lasts a month, and 
then they pack up and return into the 
mountains, which are impenetrable to 
a white man on account of the deep 
and dense undergrowth. The 
women carry tlve packs and the males 
act as escorts. The women are small 
and puny, though very wiry and active, 
while the bucks are very large, active, 
and of sinewy frames, very powerful 
and expert wrestlers. 

They resolutely refused to allow 
white miners to go into their country. 
Three years ago a party of ten, armed 
and provisioned, started up the Copper 
river to find the traditional mountain 
of silver, .where the natives molded 
their bullets. They were met by a 
large party of Indians who learned of 
their approach, and warned them if 
they persisted upon continuing their 
mission the whole party would be mas- 
sacred. The miners very sensibly re- 
turned and abandoned the search. 

Over in the interior, back of the coun- 
try inhabited by the Copper Indians, 
lives another tribe, which are refused 
permission to visit the coast for trading 
purposes, and consequently are forced 
to sell their furs to the Copper Indians. 
It is also said that the Copper Indians 
have a system of slavery and that they 
have many tribes in absolute subjec- 
tion. The Indians are exceptionally 
intelligent and observing, but very "re- 
served toward the whites. When ques- 
tioned etOCMy they freely admit that 
their objection to close association 
with while pjo;>lo u on account of their 
debasing iniluonce on the coast tribes, 
whom they :-.v, r v., re ruined bv affiliat- 
ing with oMHzattea. 

The general opinion prevails that 
when -the government forces these Indi- 
ans to open this country up to explora- 
tion many rich gold end silver mines 
will be discovered.

A correspondent writes from Arkan 

sas to know "wl" "

statistics prove to be true for the last 
twenty years. But why is it so?" 

It is very simple. The wheat and 
cotton grown in British India compets 
in the English markets with the wheat 
and cotton produced in the United 
States. The wheat and cotton of Brit- 
ish India is purchased with and moved 
out of that country by means of silver 
currency. It is only among the British 
residents in the seaport towns of India 
that the purchasing power of the silver 
rupee has depreciated. Among the 
great mas* of the population of British 
India silver has not depreciated in the 
slightest degree. A rupee will purchase 
as much now as it would when the 
market value of the metal was «1. 81. An 
ounce of sliver would purchase a 
bushel of wheat in that country in 
1873 and it will purchase a bushel of 
wheat in that country now. An ounce 
of silver would purchase ten pounds of 
cotton in British India in 1878 and It 
will purchase ten pounds of cotton in 
that country to-day. 

The result of this is. that when the 
wheat and cotton growers of this conn- 
try send their products abroad, they 
are compelled to take the equivalent 
of an ounce of silver for a bushel of 
wheat and for ten pounds of cotton. 
It has, therefore, been the policy of 
England to depreciate the commercial 
value of silver. Why? In order to get 
cheaper wheat for her pauper working- 
men, and cheap icotton for her manu- 
factories. In this she has been ably 
seconded by her commercial and bank- 
ing agents in this country. She has 
thoroughly enlisted the aid and sym- 
pathy of the selfish classes in this 
country, and under cover of a plea for 
"sound money" our industries have 
been prostrated and owr producers im- 
poverished. 

The master stroke of England was 
the closing of the mints in India. This 
sacrificed many interests in India, but 
it gave the English people cheap wheat 
and cheap cotton at the expense of the 
energy and prosperity of our own peo- 
ple. Following thu> came the uncon- 
ditional repeal of the Sherman law, 
which was another victory for British 
interests. 

The commercial value of silver meas- 
ures the price of wheat and cotton for 
the simple reasoa that the producers of 
wheat and cotton in British India can 
sell a bushel of one and ten pounds of

In answering a correspondent who 
.asks for an explanation of apparent 
(Changes In the price of -silver the In- 
dianapolis Senthsel says: 

"The statistical records show that 
there has been no change at all In the 
-value of silver as measured in the av- 
erage of commodities. They have 
moved up and down together. This is 
due not to any intrinsic quality of sil- 
ver, but to Its use as standard money 
an some countries, while gold is the 
medium of international commerce. A 
foreign dealer in Mexico, or any other 
silver standard country, will pay for 
silver Its average purchasing power in

immaterial to him whether he pays 50 
cents in gold for a Mexican dollar or a 
bushel of wheat, so long as wheat ii 
worth a dollar a bushel in Mexican sil- 
ver. But in a silver standard 
country the average purchasing 
power of a dollar and the average price 
of commodities are one aad the 
thing, because all commodities are 
measured in silver dollars. There has 
been no decrease of the purchasing 
power of sliver, oa the average, in 
silver standard countries. The real 
question is whether gold has appre- 
ciated or the average value of commod- 
ities has depreciated. Silver 
dropped from consideration altogether 
so far as this is concerned, bo I6ng as 
It retains this relation it is evident 
that no natural cause Is affecting its 
market value, for if there were its 
purchasing power would de- 
The money problem Is how to 
bring gold back to It ' 
to average prices."

Without the lesst warning when a 
silver dollar was worth three cents 
more than a gold dollar, sliver was 
fraudulently and surreptitiously de- 
monetized, many of the owners of the 
silver mines were driven into bank- 
ruptcy and ruin, and thousands of la- 
borers in the mines were deprived of 
work and their families brought to 
suffering and want All this was done 
and no reason given for It, as Indeed 
no honest reason can be given for the 
outrageous wrong thus perpetrated 
upon the people. Where was the honor 
of the country, and in whose keeping 
was it when the higb-headed crime was 

Serpetrated? To the mind of the gold- 
ug the honor can only be maintained 
by giving English capitalists the con- 
trol of the finance of the country and 
the maintenance of the interests of the 
Morgans and the millionaires!

Aa Important Movement for the Study 
of a noltiparatlvaly Unknown I.art- 
f ae«e— The Host Typical of 
Negro Peoples. 

When white men decide to push their 
enterprises into new lands they seldom 
begin by making long preliminary 
study of the languages. They move 
into the country and learn the lan- 
guages while they are buying products 
or teaching the natives. A movement 
is now well advanced, however, for 
making a thorough study of a great 
African language while yet there is not 
a missionary In the field and scarcely a 
trader. Everybody who knows the 
facts thinks this is the best step that 
can be taken towards getting a foot- 
hold in the great and populous regions 
of the central Soudan, just south of the 
Sahara desert. 

This region, says an eastern ex- 
change, also known as Hausaland, Is 
t¥ ovT*r with numerous tOwns"Sri'd 
has millions of inhabitants. It covers 
an area of half a miUion square miles, 
and Is one-sixth as large as the United 
States, exclusive of Alaska. The only 
widely-spread language there Is the 
Hausa, and It is spoken by not less than 
one one-hundredth of the human race. 
It Is one of the richest and most culti- 
vated languages in Africa, and is not 
only the vernacular where the — 
live, but is the lingua franca in wide 
regions beyond its own home. Far 
south and west of the lower Niger, 
nausa is coming to be more and more 
spoken. In big coast towns like Lagas 
and Badagry, wherever Mohammedans 
are found, Hausa is the dominant lan- 
guage. The reason is that the Hausas 
are the leading commercial people of 
Africa. Their caravans are found from 
the Mediterranean states to the wUd 
regions west of the Gulf of Guinea, and 
wherever they go they spread the 
knowledge of their language. 

It was decided long ago that the 
study of this language was of great Im- 
portance to philologists, traders and 
missionaries, and so, in 1892, the Hausa 
association was formed in England, 
with the object of obtaining a complete 
knowledge of it. Well-known repre- 
sentatives of science and philology 
formed the committee and a pro- 
gramme of work was adopted. The 
first step was to send a student to 
TripoU and Tunis to get a preliminary 
knowledge of the tongue from the 
Hmusa caravans which visit those 
cities. Mr. Charles Robinson was se- 
lected for this work, and he has carried 
it on with enthusiasm and excellent re- 
sults. He has mingled intimately with 
the Hausa visitors, to North Africa. He 
has acquired a knowledge of their hab- 
its of thought as well as of their lan- 
guage, both of which are essential 
ditions to useful residence In the 
tral Soudan. He has translated s 
of the Gospels into the language with a 
view, simply, to providing a useful aid 
to white students. In fact, the mis- 
sionaries, while Interested In the work, 
are taking no active part in It, and it is 
being carried on solely by an eclectic 
body of scientific men, with such sup- 
port as the public are giving them. 

Mr. Robinson has now started for the 
central Soudan with a number of as- 
sistants, including 
picked up a good 
Tunis, and ft is expected that he will 
be particularly useful, for It is known 
that a doctor can often obtain access to 
circles in Hausaland to which an ordi- 
nary traveler would not be admitted. 
Their headquarters will be at Kano, 
the "Manchester of central Africa," 
but they will also visit other important 
towns, where somewhat different dia- 
lects cf Hausa are spoken, so that the 
proposed vocabularies may be of serv- 
ice t<» future residents in various parts 
of th* Hausa states. Mr. Robinson and 
his rssistants will complete among the 
Hat!f* people the work that they began 
in North Africa. The purpose is to 
bring b*ck material for a copkms dic- 
tionary and grammar of the language, 
and this is Coly the beginning of the 
work that th=» association has in view. 
They intend, for instance, to print 
pie, illustrated books on agriculture in 
the Hausa language, and other works 
instructing the people in the best meth- 
ods we know of carrying on the pur- 
suits in which they already excel other 
African people. 

There is probably no work now doing 
among the natives of Africa which 
promises such flood results as this. The 
Hausas are caked the most typical of 
all the negro people, and In their intel- 
lectual qualities they hold the very 
foremost rank among negroes. They 
are fine agriculturists, and although 
great mare of them have been 
scarcely affected by foreign influences 
they are conspicuous for the variety 
and excellence of their manufactures, 
such as the making of cloth, mate, 
leather and gSiss. 
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, by some

Beoently Appointed Chief of the 
Revenue Marine Service. 



Capt. Charles F. Shoemak. 
Jnat been appointed chief of division, 
revenue cutter service, is the ji 
captain on the list, having only been 
promoted to his present grade on the 
death of Capt. Shepard, late chief of 
division, whom he now succeeds. 

In the thirty-one years, however, 
which Capt. Shoemaker has spent In 
the revenue and life-saving services he 
has made a record for efficiency, thor- 
oughness and discretion, which renden 
his appointment a just recognition oi 
ability, and Will, according to the ed- 
itor of Harper's Weekly, commend it to 
the progressive officers of the service. 

He was born in Olendale, Jefferson 
county , la., March 87, 1841, and was 
a son of the late Capt. William R. Shoe- 
maker, of the arnv- His early life was 
spent at the various frontier posts to 
whioh his father was assigned, where, 
with slight educational advantages, by 
his own perseverance, and such assist- 
ance as he could obtain from his par- 
ents, he prepared himself so that by 
his seventeenth year he was able to 
enter the naval academy at Annapolis, 
to which he was appointed in 1858 from 
New Mexico. 

He resigned during his third year, 
and entered the revenue-cutter service, 
to which he was commissioned third 
lieutenant November SO, 1860, and was 
attached to the cutter Lewis Cass at 
Mobile. Ala., when that state seceded 
from the union in 1861. 

The captain of the vessel turned it 
over to the state go.v:- • -.ent. and 
entered the confederate si-rvice; but 
Lieut. Shoemaker, together with the 
Other officers and the crew, remained 
loyal to the government, and made 
Ir way north, ne served during the 
1 duty 



BIMETALLISM IN ENGLAND. 

Robert P. Porter, correspondent of a 
syndicate of American newspapers, re- 
cently interviewed the widely known 
English bimetallism W. H. Urenfell, on 
the outlook jn England for the intro- 
duction of bimetallism. Mr. Grenfell 
Is a wealthy man and has served in 
parliament, and is now chairman of 
the bimetallic parliamentary commit- 
tee. 

Mr. Grenfell is reported as saying 
that a great ohange of opinion hai 
taken place in the house of commons 
on the money question. "In 1893 bi> 
metallism was considered not merely a 
fad," he says, "but an unclean thing, 
too low for seriouB discussion; in 1893 
the closing of the Indian mints, the 
great fall in the price of stiver, which 
was the inevitable consequence of that 
policy, the depressed state of agricul- 
ture and serious position of the great 
productive industries of the country, 
owing to the ruinous fall in prices, j 
have forced the currency qu 
upon the attention of the most 
rant and most bigoted — and th< 
form one class" Thus the same how* 
of common* which had rejected 
lution in favor of a monetary confer- 
ence in 1893 has now adopted such a 
resolution.

In 1864 he resigned 
to engage in business, but in 186S he 
was recommissioned a lieutenant, and 
eerved until 1875 on the Atlantic coast, 
when he entered the office of the in- 
spector of the life-saving stations as 
assistant. In 1876 he was appointed 
assistant inspector of the Third district, 
comprising the coasts of Rhode Island 
and Long Island. He completely re- 
organized this district, under the direc- 
tion of the general superintendent of 
the life-saving service, Sumner L Kim- 
hall, to whose office in Washington he 
was transferred in -878. 

In 1883 he was detached, at his own 
request, and was assigned to duty as 
executive officer of the Seward, serving 
In the Gulf of Mexico, but in 1885 he 
again found himself at his old post in 
the life-saving- service, as assistant in- 
■peetor of the Third district. Having 
once more put the district in a state of 
thorough efficiency, he was thereafter 
employed in the inspection of all the 
districts of the Atlantic and Gulf coasts. 
For three years, during the illness of 
the inspector, almost all of that officer a 
work devolved on Lieut. Shoemaker. 

In 1804 he finally left the life-saving 
service to take command of the Wash- 
ington at New York. The following 
extracts from a letter written him at 
the time by Sumner I. Kimball, the 
general superintendent, bear witness 
to the value of his work In that division. 

"I cannot." wrote Mr. Kimball, "al-

HIS ALUMINUM EAR. 
What Science Hai Done fnr on Aged and 
Kartell Engllahuian. 

We have had people with glass eyes, 
porcelain teeth and art ; ticial whiskers, 
and now along comes a man with an 
aluminum ear. He is sixty-three years 
of age and was admitted into tho 
Queen's hospital, at Hirmiugham, Eng- 
land, in April, 1803, with an epithelioma 
of the left auricle. 

The greater part of the diseased ear 
was cut off by the attending surgeon 
and a plaster of parts cast was taken 
of the left side of his head. Then an 
artificial ear was built up in wax to 
match the healthy one on the opposite 
side. This bogus ear was then made in 
vulcanite and aluminum, tfnted and 
enameled to harmonize with the com- 
plexion. No artificial contrivance, such 
as a spectacle frame, was made use of

The very highest clouds, those called 
cirrus and cirrostratus, rise to the av- 
erage height of about 80,000 feet. A 
second class keep at a height of from 
10,000 to 23,000 feet above the earth, 
While the lower clouds usually float at 
alveight seldom exceeding ft,000 feet. 
In the case of the last mentioned class 
of clouds the lower surface may be at a 
height not exceeding 3,000 to 4,000 feet, 
while their towering summit will be 
removed from the earth by not less 
than 16,000 feet. Prof. Moller says 
that the vertical dimensions of a cloud 
will often exceed 10,000 feet, and that 
he has observed those which he had 
every reason to believe were not less 
than 35,000 feet thick.
